Let not the obligation of con- 
tracts be broken. The public good, not 
less than the Constitution of the United 
States, forbids it. If public opinion is not 
a sufficient protection of debtors against 
hard and griping creditors, it is at any rate 
‘the best that can be had.

The 
Surgeon General's report shows that for the 
last year, among white soldiers, the propor- 
tion of deaths to cases treated was as 1 to 97; 
among the colored soldiers, as 1 to 
55; and the disproportion of sick to 
well was quite as marked. Two years 
ago the ratio of deaths among white troops 
to that of cases treated was as ito 51; while 
among colored troops it was as 1 to 2%. Gen. 
Fry once showed that of fle 180,009 colored 
troops in service during the war, 26,211 died 
ot disease—a rate of 1 to 7, exclusive of deaths 
from wounds. On the other hand, of the 2,- 
500,000 white troops, only 158,190 died of dis- 
easc—a rate of 1 to 16. Thus the power of 
resisting disease in the colored soldier was 
only one-half that of the white. Now, com- 
pearing these with the figures for 18.5 and 
1868, we shall see just about the same ratio 
preserved. These estimates include both or- 
dinary and extraordinary service, in peace and 
in war. And itscems to us that the very im- 
portant physical and medical fact is thus dem- 
onstrated coloréd men cannot so well endure 
the fatigues and exposures of military service 
as white.”

The extraordinary medicinal effects of this 
subtie and powerful medicine, together with 
the rapid general use into which it is growing 
as a means of suicide, form a most interestin, 
study to the philosopher and the student.
